REMARKS

amended to correct their dependency. Claims 14-22 have been added. Support for Claims 14-22 
can be found in the deleted subject matter of Claims 7-13. Thus, no new matter has been added. 
Upon entry of this Amendment, which is respectfully requested, Claims 1-22 will be pending. 
Response to Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of grammatical errors. 

Claim 1 has been amended to correct the grammatical errors. Accordingly, withdrawal of 
the objection is respectively requested. 

Claims 6-13 are objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(c) as being in improper dependent 

form. 

Claims 7-12 and 12-13 have been amended to correct their dependency. Claim 6 and 1 1 
are in proper form. Accordingly, withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 
Response Rejection Under § 112 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 

Claim 1 has been amended to more clearly define the subject matter which Applicants 
regard as the invention. Claim 3 has been amended to provide a frame of reference for the terms 
"a radial direction," and to resolve the antecedent basis issue. Accordingly, withdrawal of the 
rejection is respectively requested.

Response to Rejection Under § 102(b) 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,520,753 to Grosjean et al. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

The present claims recite a pressure chamber wherein returning grooves are formed in the 
peripheral wall extending outward from the pressure chamber. See, paragraph [0045] and Figs. 
3b, 4 and 5. 

Grosjean discloses a pressure chamber for accelerating a flow of the liquid downstream. 
However, Grosjean does not disclose or suggest "grooves" as recited in present Claim 1. 
Specifically, Grosjean does not disclose or suggest a pressure chamber wherein returning 
grooves are formed in the peripheral wall. Thus, Grosjean fails to anticipate or render obvious 
the present claims. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
